Sterilizing Milk. 
Milk can be sterilized by electricity. 
At the University of Liverpool (Eng 
land) it was found that by the use 
of electricity the num ber of bacteria 
is reduced greatly, all the colon ba 
cilli the bacteria of bowel troubles — 
and their allies are destroyed; all the
